PROPOSED IMPROVEMENTS 


The proposed improvements for the 6th Street Pedestrian Safety Project include a road diet (four lanes to two; one lane in each direction) from Market 
Street to Folsom Street, wider sidewalks, corner bulbouts, new traffic signals, and new crosswalks at targeted intersections to encourage slow, calm, and 
predictable movement.
